The question whether the Hotighton 


Memorial building will be occupied by 
the public library this year is unanswered 
by those who are supposed to know of 
such matters The lease of the building: 
now used as a library will expire in July, 
but whether the property will then have 
to be vacated IB not known by the trus- 
tees 


The library trustees have received no 


official notification of the intention of the 
city authorities to have the Houghton 
building used for a library, and conse- 
quently the members of the board are 
averse to offering any surmises as to their 
probable course after July. The present 
library Is taxed beyond comfort and tbe 
institution haa certainly need of much 
more commodious quarters 


The Houghton building will have to be 


considerably repaired and advisable alter- 
ations made before it can be occupied. 
Commissioner Hunter u the custodian of 
the building, but he IB not prepared to 
make any statements as to what may or 
•what may not be done. 


If the building in openod this summer, 


it is probable that the library trustees 
will find a way* without difficulty, to 
make excellent use of the entire first floor 
and of one or two rooms on the second 
floor* The Fort Massachusetts Historical 
society mil make uae ot at least one'room 
on the second floor, and even two rooms 
may be received for that purpose If the 
Fort Massbchnsetts charter, Daughters of 
the Amencin Revolution, desire a room 
in the building, it is not improbable that 
their request would be readily granted 
In giving the building to the city the 
donor did not stipulate as for what pur- 
poses it should be occupied, rather trust- 
ing to the judgment of the city officials

Manual Training. 


EDITOR TRAnspiHPT:— With the Intro- 


duction of sewing in the Broad Brook 
school, White Oaks, the problem of pro- 


idlng profitable instruction for the boys 


was met by sending them to drill with the 
Station school. This did not prove satis- 
factory, aa many of the boys came quite a 
distance to school and the addition of a 
mile, even once a week, was more then 
hey would do. 


This year an experiment has been made 


by introducing knife work, and the in- 
struction of the past four months shows 
very creditable work. This knife work is 
a part of the manual training now adopted 
n several schools in the state. The first 
lessons* are in mechanical drawing, and, 
with the introduction ot knives, the de- 
ilgns are cut on small squares of wood—a 
simple form of carving. The course leads 
10 the use of other tools ami such forms 
of carpentry as can be adapted to the 
school-room. 


About thirty boys have been taught in 


;he school and it promises to be of mucb 
practical benefit to them. The boys, as 
well aa those having the work in charge, 
are enthusiastic for its continuance and 
iope the town will make sufficient appro- 
priation lo carry the work forward. The 
past year it has been maintained by pri- 
vate subscription.
